London, May I'l.—The old cruiser 


Vindictive went to her last berth 150 
to. 200 yards within the piers form- 
ing the entrance to the. harbor of 
Ostend, one of the German submarine 
bases oh the Belgian coast, under 
a terrific fire from the German naval 
guns and machine guns on 
the 


shore, according to the 
Central 


News. 
- 
Preparatory to the raid in,to Os- 


tend the naval air force bombarded 
the town and dropped bombs con- 
tinuously on the harbor works, caus- 
ing fires. 
Later the airmen were 


assisted by, destroyers and monitors 
in bombarding the enemy positions 
heavily. 
/ 
The entire operation was carried 


out on similar lines to the raid of 
April 23 when concrete-laden cruis- 
ers were sunk in the harbor of Zee- 
brugge, the most Important German 
submarine base. 
The weather was 


everything but desirable until 15 
miutes before the Vindictive waa 
sunk when a sea fog drove in shore 
and reduced the visibility to a range 
b_e'tween 300 and 400 yards. 
' The Vindictive experienced 
the 


greatest difficulty in finding the en- 
trance to the harbor. ^ The enemy 
eniployed star shells and searchlights 
extensively and for 20 minutes the 
vessel was in full view of the enemy 
batteries. 
As she cruised up and 


down seeking the.entrance she was 
hit repeatedly and several casualties 
were sustained. It was 2:20 o'clock 
in the morning when the piers were 
sighted almost alongside and then 
the German machine gnus* opened a 
fearful fire. 
, -Having,: fpund fiis bearings, the 
captain swung his^ concrete-laden 
cruiser strbfind arid rammed her stem 
against the eastern pier, leaving his 
lieutenant to work the engines with 
the objective of sending the ship 
across the channel. 
He then dis- 


covered 
that 
the 
cruiser 
was 


aground aft and that it was impos- 
sible to turn her any farther. 
He 


called his crew from the engine-room 
and stoke hold and then set off ex- 
plosive charges. 
While the vessel was being aban- 


doned, two motor 
launches 
went 


alongside under a h'eavy machine- 
gun fire and succeeded in bringing 
off the men including the wounded. 


It is declared on unquestionable 


authority that the sunken cruiser 
lies in the neck of the channel at 
the entrance to Ostend harbor at.an 
angle of about 40 degrees. 
It is 


obvious that a vessel 300 feet long 
lying at this angle does not effective- 
ly block a channel some 320 feet 
wide, but a very useful purpose has 
been served. 
A partial and very serious block 


ade has been achieved and under the 
conditions of tide and rapid sill pre- 
vailing on the Belgian coast, the ob- 
struction will certainly tend to in- 
crease. It is not claimed that the 
sunken' cruis'er will prevent 
the 


egress of submarines or even en- 
tirely stop that of destroyers 
How- 


ever, it will materially hamper both 
and that is important. German light 
craft will not be able, when pursued 
by British forces, to rush full speed 
Into the harbor as they have done 
heretofore.

Several days ago near Tpres one 


British, machine attacked five

mans single handed. The Britisher 
mgaged one enemy and fought him 
until he turned tail and fled. The 
English pilot then went after anoth- 
;r German and pressed the attack so 
iard that the enemy was forced into 
a nose spin in an attempt to escape. 
The ruse was futile, however, for the 
Britisher followed him down, firing 
steadily into the helpless 
German 


machine until the latter finally turn- 


ed on its back and fell plummet-like. 
Another 'British j>lana was attacked 
by six enemy machines which , came 
'at.it from below and-behind.. ( The 
British observer opened fire at close 
range, riddling the leading German 
machine'which dived and then burst 
into flames. This finished the work 
of the British pilot, who got ^away 
safely. 


But fighting planes are not the on- 


ly ones that have been "busy. 
The 


British bombing squadrons have been 
doing wonderful work 
destroying 


railroads, billets, ammunition dumps 
and. -bomMng^^enemy. trobps •- -' and 
transports. Tons of high explosives 
have been dropped among masses of 
the enemy at night, causing heavy 
casualties. The British machines al- 
so have been eniployed constantly in 
attacking the infantry from low alti- 
tudes with machine 
guns 
and in 


many cases veritable slaughter has 
resulted. The artillery planes also 
have been doing invaluable service 
directing the fire of British guns and 
this represents one of the most im- 
portant phases of the duties of the 
air corps, for "the~ pilots aTe the eyes 
of the gunners.

1,300,000 men have been called in 
the draft so far and either are in 
France, in camp or under call to go 
into service before June 1. 
The total of 1,300,000 includes 


all men summoned in the May con- 
tingent. 
There is every indication 
that even a larger increment will be 
summoned in June than was sum- 
moned in May, and a 
progressive 
monthly 
mobilization 
continue 


through the summer and fall months 
as the contonnicnts are expanded. It 
is expected that at such a rate the 
army will reach full strength of well 
over 3,000,000 within the next 12 or 
13 mouths. 
It is possible, some officers say, 
that the number will be closer to 5,- 
000.000 than 3.000.000.

NEED OF HASTE. 


Anyone who doubts the imperative 


need of haste in getting troops over 
to France, need only look at a map 
of the trench-line to be convinced. 
Here we find the British army dug 
in on a line about 40 miles at every 
point from the English channel. If 
at the southern end of their line they 
should lose as much territory as they 
lost in the German rush beginning 
March 21, they would be surrounded 
by the Germans and compelled to 
fight it out alone against superior 
forces. 


If the British should lose a con- 


siderable part of their army now in 
France, which may number 1,500,- 
000 men, it would greatly prolong 
the war and increase our casualties 


The war would not necessarily be 


won by the Germans even if they did 
drive the British back and capture 
"the channel ports. But our difficul- 
ties would be terribly augmented. 
The British supply factories in Cal- 
ais would be gone, and the work of 
equipping their army greatly im- 
peded. 


Furthermore, the control by the 


British of the straits of Dover has 
enabled them to block those straits 
ta the submarines.

very large quantity of gasoline, but, 
at the speeds they run 90 per cent of 
the time, these engines are operating 
very inefficiently, which means addi- 
tional waste. The theory that a "re- 
serve power" is a desirable quality in 
a car might have had some basis in 
bygone days, before motors were as 
efficient and reliable as they 
are 


now, 
but that pretext no longer ex- 
ists: still men like to boast of the 
power of their car, even if they nev- 
,er open the throttle—at least they do 
not do it the second time. Possibly 
the coming high cost of gasoline will 
bring a realization of the usefulness 
of excessively large engines, but that 
time will be too late to help out war 
necessities.

NO RICE THROWING 


AT WEDDINGS NOW 


"Don't throw rice—save food and 


help win the war." 
This notice has 


appeared in one of New York's lead- 
ing hotels where weddings are fre- 
quent. 


The wedding feast has long been 


frowned upon by food ronservation- 
ists. The amount of sugar required 
for frosting has made the conven- 
tional wedding cake unpatriotic. 


And now rice is too precious to 


waste in throwing it after the de- 
parting bride and groom, according- 
to tradition 
Every grain of it is 


needed for human tood. 


Rice will go far towards making 


up for the lack of wheat in the diet. 
It has numerous other uses in the 
menu besides that of a vegetable, rice 
flour being used largely as a wheat 
substitute in baking. Other ways of 
using rice are in soups, cooked with 
meat as a casserole dish, and also 
made into desserts 


The following receipes will give 


two ways of using it as a substitute 
for pit or other dessert demanding 
wheat: 


Rice Bavarian Cream. 


S cups milk. 
1-2 cup rice. 
Saltspoon salt. 
Nutmeg. 
1-2 cup sweetening. 
2 tablespoons or 1-2 box granulat- 
ed gelatin. 


1-2 cup cold water. 
Whites two eggs or 1 cup creairi. 
Wash the rice, simmer it with 


sugar and salt in the milk until 
thick and soft. 
Stir frequently in 


order to break up the kernels. Soak 
gelatin in cold water, and then dis- 
solve it in the hot nee mixture, 
Season to taste with nutmeg, or fold 
in preserves or orange or pineapple 
marmalade and a little lemon juice. 
Cool until nearly set. Beat well with 
a Dover beater, and fold m the stif- 
fly-beaten whites of two eggs or one 
cup of thick whipped cream. Turn 
into a mold moistened wjith cold 
water. 
Serve cold with plain or 


whipped cream. 


Apple Snowballs. 


Boil one cup of rice 15 minutes, 


or steam till tender. 
Wring small 


pudding-cloths (one-third of a yard 
square) out of hot water, and lay 
them over a small half-pint bowl. 
Spread the rice one-third of an inch 
thick over the cloth. Core and pare 
apples. Put an apple in the center, 
filling the cavity with rice. 
Draw 


the cloth around till the apple is cov- 
ered smoothly with the rice. 
Tie 


tightly, and steam half an hour. Re- 
move the cloth carefully, and serve 
with sauce. This amount of rice will 
make four or five balls. 
These are 


more wholesome than apple or fruit 
dumplings, made with a flour crust.

How would you like to drive a 


motor truck for the Y. M. C. A. in 
France? 


Here's a chance Tor you, if you can 


meet the requirements. 


The national war-work council of 


the Y. M. C. A. desires immedrately 
100 expert men who own th.eir cars 
and know enough about them to 
make minor repairs, if necessary, for 
its motor transport service with the 
American expeditionary force and the 
French armies. 
This service offers 


a great chance to the men who is 
beyond draft-age, is in sound physi- 
cal 
condition, and wants to get 


across. 


"While we desire as many volun- 


teers as possible who can contribute 
their services," says the council's 
statement just received here, "we 
welcome the man of the Ingest type 
who cannot afford to go overseas at 
his own expense. We don't pay high 
salaries, but men with dependents 
are assured that their families will 
be amply provided for while they 
are in France." 


It is hoped to secure at least 100 


men of this type during the present 
month. 
It is by no means a sine- 


cure, for the motor truck drivers are 
in the very thick of things along the 
western front. In the recentsGerman 
drive the Y. M. C. A. trucks have 
been turned into ambulances. 
But 


it oflers an /opportunity to do a 
.great big bit for the fellows who do 
go "over the top-." 


"We want the highest grade of 


men," says W. O. Wilson, recruiting 
secretary for the Y. M. C. A. motor 
transport service in New York, in a 
statement to this paper. 
"Their 


duties will require unusual versatil- 
ity. • At one hour of the day they 
may be in conference with a division 
commander regarding questions of 
policy, and later they may he boss- 
ing a crew of men in the loading or 
unloading of the truck. 
Recruits 


for this service must be able to 'meet 
the colonel' on equal terms and at 
th'e same time direct the work of men 
in the most subordinate positions ~- 


"Opportunities for courage under 


fire won't come to the recruits in this 
service every day. 
For the most 


part they will drive and take care of 
their own trucks, camions or scout 
cars. 
Mechanics have been enlisted 


to do the intricate repairing. 
But 


there is also the possibility for ser- 
vice in an emergency. 
Our drivers 


may be called upon to jump from 
their trucks to pick up a shovel and 
feverishly help .in the digging of a, 
trench: the construction of a Y. M. 
C. A. hut may require an extra 
man; whatever the service, our Y. 
M. C. A. men must be prepared. 


"We want men who are willing to 


take orders and fill them to the let- 
ter; 
m'en who can give orders and 


have them carried out.

YOU GIVE IN THE 
WAR CHEST DRIVE? 


, 
The--big question that is being 


asked by each individual in the city 
and the coufity is not how much am 
1 supposed or expected to give to the 
waV chest, but how much can I give 
by sacrificing a little here and a 
little there. 
How much can I add 


to the pledge expected of me by cut- 
ting down on my own personal de- 
sires and pleasures. 


If you are working on a .salary 


or for wages under $201)0 a year, 
you are expected to give one day's 
pay in each month. 
You want to 


give more and you are figuring how 
you can do so. The man with a 
salary of from $2000 to $3000, is 
asked to give 5 per cent, or one day's 
pay in 20, and if he is getting $3000 
to $5000, h"is share is placed at one 
day's pay out of 18, or 5 1-2 per 
cent. Six and six-tenths per cent is 
the proportion for the man with an 
income of $5000 to $10.000, or one 
day's pay out of 15. If you are in 
the $15.000 class you will be expect- 
ed to give 8.3 per cent of one day's 
pay out of every 12; the proportion 
for incomes of $15,000 to $20,000 fe 
9 per cent or one day's pay out of 
11. and for incomes of $20,000 to 
$25,000 it is one day's pay out ot 
10 or 10 per cent. 
Farmers are 


asked to give 5 mills on a dollar of 
taxible valuation, and corporations 
5 per cent of their net 'earnings for 
1917. 
But it seems to be universal that 


the foremost idea with everyone is: 
hew much can I give, and not how 
much am I expected to give. 
The 


knoweldge ,that "over there" the 
boys give every day and sacrifice 
their all for those of us over here, 
has so gotten hold of the people that 
the desire is to do all we can and 
then do that much 'more.

He was detailed by 


the British last October to assist in 
training Americans in bayonet fight- 
ing, and later was sent to an Amer- 
ican army school as instructor. 
In 


January he was transferred to the 
American army with a major's com- 
mission. 


Major Rasmussen was immediately 


given a command ot a battalion and 
went into action on the front north- 
west of Toul. -where he suffered 
slightly in a gas attack. 


On the night that his battalion 


was moved from its billets into the 
line on the Picardy front, Major Ras- 
mussen jokes with several corres- 
pondents while the German shells 
were bursting in the village a few 
kilometers in the rear. 
He told 


them they might have his uniform, 
helmet and other things in case he 
was killed. Then he rode laughing 
to the trenches.
